Applicants respectfully request a refund of $1,700.00 charged to Deposit Account No. 23- 
0975 on May 22, 2006. The fee code indicates the charges are for an Issue Fee and a Publication 
Fee. Applicants assert the charges are incorrect. 

Applicants' attorney received a Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due dated June 2, 2005, 
which indicated that $1,700.00 in fees were due to be submitted within three months ($1,400.00 
for Issue Fee and $300.00 for Publication Fee). The fees were timely paid via check no. 691 12 
on July 7, 2005 (copy enclosed).

Again, the 
Applicants wished to file a second RCE and Petition for Withdrawal on December 6, 2005, 
which was granted. Applicants' attorney received the third and final Notice of Allowance and 
Fee(s) Due (copy enclosed) dated December 30, 2005, which again stated that NO FEES were 
due to be paid due to previous payment. This time the application was issued. It is apparent
